Thoughtless Persons 

It is the custom for thoughtless 
persons to consider all those who 
accept such public assistance as 
dead-beats, shiftless and bums. 
Nothing could be more wrong. 
Some, of course, fit these catego- 
ries. As long as they live they 
will never again be an economic 
asset. Something has died in them. 
They have neither pride nor hope. 

But a heavy majority of those 
who draw such foods from the 
nation’s abundance are persons 
who have worked hard all their 
lives and who would work again 
if they could. Some have worked 
hard as sharecroppers, tenants, 
“renters” or “hands.’”” Others 
have dug coal for half a lifetime 
or more. 


Included also in their number 
are those who used to do what 


“was called “day labor’ before 


the machines came to dig the 
ditches for sewers, water and gas 
mains, for drainage or founda- 
tions. The pick and shovel man 
began to become obsolete about 
the same time the iron mule be- 
gan to crowd the four-legged ani- 
mals, and the men who guided 
(and loved) them, off the land. 


Where, then, are the hungry? 
Every state has some. 

But, surely, the great cities 
have the most? 


More Assistance 

The answer is that they have 
many. But the January 1961 fig- 
ures, just released, show that Mis- 
sissippi had more persons draw- 
ing such assistance than any oth- 
er state. Her total was a whop- 
ping 409,060. Pennsylvania, an in- 
dustrial state, was next with 371,- 
890. Thus does hunger and human 
need link the Delta and the steel 
mills. ‘There was no protest in 
Mississippi of violating the state’s 
rights to care for its own. Nor 
was there any roar about outside 
interference. ) 


Michigan’s depressed industrial 
cities ran her commodity distri- 
bution total to 279,462. West Vir- 
ginia, which has prosperous in- 
dustrial cities and depressed coal 
mining areas, had 261,747. Arkan- 
sas was at 208,012. Kentucky, also 
hard-hit in her mining region, 
had 247,643. 

They then begin to drop off, 
though the numbers are not com- 
forting: Louisiana, 159,143; Texas, 
152,454; Tennessee, 127,077; Ohio, 
118,753.

Excerpts from Leuschner’s 
speech, made at the 12th plenary 
session of the Communist Party’s 
Central Committee, appeared Sun- 
day in the official organ, Neues 
Deutschland. 


The planning chief said the re- 
sources, equipment and manpower 
of East Germany’s aircraft indus- 
try would be used to produce 
machinery and boost the output of 
vehicles and building equipment. 


The aircraft industry, centered 
in and around Dresden, has been 
producing IL14 passenger craft 
under a Soviet license for use by 


‘civilian satellite air lines. Pro- 


duction of a four-engined turbo- 
prop airplane, still in the testing 
stage at the Dresden works, also 
will be stepped. 


CAPACITIES INSUFFICIENT 


Leuschner said East German 
capacities were insufficient to 
meet the country’s high require- 
ments for modern machinery and 
machine-producing equipment. 


According to Western estimates, 
20,000 persons are employed in 
the state-owned Dresden aircraft 
factories. 


It was believed here the de- 
cision to cut out aircraft produc- 
tion in favor of other more im- 
portant branches of industry was 
reached at a recent meeting in 
East Berlin of the Council for 
Mutual Economic Aid, the body 
that coordinates the economic 
policies of the East bloc. 


Observers said the Soviet Union 
had asked East Germany to 
streamline its production program 
and leave the output of aircraft 
in Soviet hands.

Reece, a lawyer, banker and 
publisher from Johnson City in 
Tennessee’s solidly Republican 
first district, died at the age of 71 
of lung cancer complicated by 
pneumonia. He was admitted to 
the hospital on March 9. 


A long-standing member of the 
conservative coalition on the 
House Rules Committee, Reece’s 
illness kept him from the House 
floor durin; this session of Con- 
gress except for two votes against 
the administration’s successful 
fight to enlarge the committee.

DEFENDS CLERGY 


Speaking before a congregation 
of physicians making a Lenten 
retreat, Cardinal Wysznski cited 
some 20 organizations propagating 
“‘a program of atheization, laici- 
zation, indifference and rational-} 
ism.” These groups are ‘‘dedi- 
cated to free our youth from 
God,”’ Cardinal Wyszynski said. 


“And yet it is casually said 
that there is no struggle against 
religion,”” he went on. “And what 
is this? What can one call this?” 


The gray-haired cardinal stand- 
ing in the baroque pulpit of the 
Church of the Visitation in mid- 
town Warsaw, eloquently defended 
the clergy against the charge the 
puppets of a Poland-hating Rome. 


NO INSTRUCTIONS 


“By the will of God, for 13 
years, I have been conducting the 
affairs of the church in ovr 
fatherland,” he said. “During that 
time I had several conversations 
with Pope Pius XII and have had 
three conversations with Pope 
John XXIII. I have had numer- 
ous conversations with the secre- 
tary of state of the Holy See, with 
numerous prefects of various con- 
gregations, and not once in all 
these institutions — perhaps you 
will believe me, my children, as 
elsewhere they do not believe 
much of what I say—has an at- 
tempt been made to give me any 
instructions whatsoever on how 
Polish bishops should conduct 
church affairs in Poland.”’ 


ASKS CONFIDENCE 


“At the last judgment, when 
each of us will read the life of 
his brother as an open book, you 
will see for yourselves whether 
what I say is true,” the cardinal 
continued. “Today, if I may 
humbly ask you for a little con- 
fidence, I ask for it.”’ 


The primate said the only direc- 
tive of the Vatican was that 
Poland manage for itself. 


“The church has confidence in 
our faith and in our conscience 
and does not need either instruc- 
tions or inspirations,” he said. 


Cardinal Wyszynski went on to 
charge that the real issue in 
Poland was the government's 
drive to separate the Polish peo- 
ple from their historic faith. He 
declared that in the struggle be- 
tween the teachings of ‘“‘the world” 
and of Christ, Christ would tri- 
umph.

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Sun Dents Clouds 
At State Hospital 


There is new hope for hundreds of 
patients in long-neglected back wards of 
the Milledgeville State Hospital. 


It springs from the dramatic work be- 
ing carried on by Dr. James B. Craig, 
assistant superintendent, Dr. James A. 
Johnson Jr., head of the white male in- 
tensive treatment ward, and the psychi- 
atric teams they head. 


The number of inmates examined and 
released, plus those transferred to wards 
where they will receive treatment that 
will enable many to return home later, is 
an example of what could be accom- 
plished if the institution had an adequate 
number of psychiatrists and trained per- 
sonnel. 

It should be noted that Drs. Craig and 
Johnson voluntarily launched this new 
program and are carrying it out in addi- 
tion to their other duties. 


What they found in those back wards, 
as pointed out in a current series of ar- 
ticles by Constitution staff writer Jack 
Nelson, is a shocking story of neglect. For 
some inmates it is their first examination 
by a psychiatrist. 

Over the years patients had been put 
into those back wards and left to vege- 
tate. There is no telling how many of 
them would have been restored to pro- 
ductive lives if Georgia had thought 
enough of them to provide psychiatric 
treatment. 


Instead, the state traditionally chose 
to be penny-wise and pound-foolish. 

Now the people of Georgia are find- 
ing out what can be accomplished even 
through a limited program. It will be an 
indictment of all citizens, however, if 
they do not insist upon means being pro- 
vided to expand the undertaking. 


Meanwhile, thanks are due Drs. Craig 
and Johnson and members of their teams 
for blazing a trail that is proving so help- 
ful to so many.

Reds React in Fear 
At Kennedy Proposals 


Reactions from the Communists on 
two of President Kennedy’s foreign pol- 
icy innovations provide the strongest of 
arguments for their adoption. 


In Havana, Fidel Castro has lashed 
out at the Kennedy proposals for a 10- 
year program of aid to Latin-American 
nations. He interprets it, as does Mos- 
cow, as aimed against plans for “Fidel- 
esto-type” revolutions in other countries 
of the South American continent. And 
he is right. 


Moscow cries out shrilly against the 
“Peace Corps” plan, calling it a sinister 
imperialist plot. There is ample proof 
here that the Russians indeed do fear this 
idea of helping people to help them- 
selves. It might interfere with their own 
imperialist aims of exporting revolution 
and Communist dictatorship. 


What is new about both these pro- 
grams is that they are designed to help 
people, not despotic governments or rul-

ing classes. In his speech outlining the 
Latin-American program, for instance, 
he declared: “Economic growth without 
social progress lets the great majority 
of the people remain in poverty while 
a privileged few reap the benefits of 
rising abundance.” 


The aim which the Soviets hape to 
defeat is eutlined as follows: “Our un- 
fulfilled task is to demonstrate to the 
entire world that man’s unsatisfied as- 
Ppirations for economic progress and so- 
cial justice can best be achieved by free 
men working within a framework of 
democratic institutions.” That is the job 
we must do.

Will Smoldering Laos 
Become an Explosion? 


Laos could yet turn into another Ko- 
rea unless the Soviets and Communist 
Chinese stop the arms buildup of rebels 
attempting to overthrow the legal gov- 
ernment of that country. The United 
States reportedly has made it clear that 
it will support a similar buildup of loyal 
forces unless the Reds stop their inter- 
ference. 


While not much information has been 
made available, U.S. Ambassador Llew- 
ellyn Thompson is reported to have told 
Premier Khrushchev that this country is 
ready to ship three guns to the loyal gov- 
ernment for every two the Russians airlift 
to the rebels. This is the alternative to a 
peaceful solution. 


The Kennedy administration has made 
no public threats but it is known how 
seriously the prospect of a Communist 
takeover of the country is considered. If 
the Soviets want it to become a show- 
down, it could be just that. Therein lies 
the danger.

West Can’t Stand 


More ‘Victories’ 


WASHINGTON—The world’s extremist re- 
formers on race have won another of their vic- | 
tories in South Africa’s withdrawal from the ; 
British Commonwealth. The list now becomes so long, ind 


to raise a mortal question as to how many more such victories the 


Free West can stand. 

And in winning their argument 
these hot-eyed salvationists—these 
20th century either-or heirs to the 
Puritan abolitionists who s0 
plagued the wise Lincoln—have 
this time also managed to lose 
their case as well. 

They have immensely promoted 
the opposite extremism they were 
trying to halt, namely, the harsh 
policies of the Union of South 
Africa toward Negroes. The Ne- 
groes of South Africa are the 
tragic immediate victims; re- 
sponsible men’s hopes for a sensi- 
ble world are the more distant 
victims. 

Against the urgent advice of the 
top statesmen in the Common- 
wealth, British Prime Minister 
Harold Macmillan, its Asian-Afri- 
can members—supported to her 
shame by Canada—have carried 
denunciation of South Africa to 
just the right point to suit the 
purposes of South Africa’s vio- 
lently anti-Negro Prime Minister, 
Hendrik Verwoerd. 

They have given Verwoerd and 
his Boer (South African Dutch) 
Party precisely the excuse they 
have long wanted to pull out of 
the Commonwealth. 

Tragedy lies all over the scene 
—and not least for the salvation- 
ists themselves. A South Africa 
still within the Commonwealth has 
undeniably been checked to some 
extent in its anti-Negroism by the 
powerful moral pressure of fellow 


Commonwealth members. A South 
Africa outside will be under no 
such pressure; within six months 
Verwoerd will be turning the 
screws yet tighter on the Negroes. 


Now, as it is put by the Rand 
Daily Mail in Johannesburg, an 
anti-Verwoerd paper, there is for 
South Africa a single, somber 
word: ‘‘Alone.”’ 

For the Verwoerd government 
is free now of all moderating in- 
fluences. It can present itself 
(and South Africa) as mistreated 
—and even those South Africans 
who have opposed what it stands 
for will have no alternative now 
but to support their country in its 
isolation. 

Over and over we have had 
much the same thing here. The 
few genuine demagogues the 
South has sent to Congress—the 
Bilbos, the Rankins—were long 
kept in power because outside 
forces (in this case in the North) 
attacked them so emotionally, 
and their states along with them. 
No people responds well to outside 
lecturing, especially when it is 
wrong. 

So, it has been a famous victory 
—for Verwoerd, for extreme 
racism, for that slow chaos of 
irresponsibility which the well- 
intentioned are so persistently, in 
such blind, righteous fervor, 
bringing nearly everywhere to 
this earth.

Teams Changed; 
Dispute the Same 


WASHINGTON—It was probably inevitable . 
that John F. Kennedy, the first Catholic Presi- a 
dent, could not long be free from some aspect 
of the religious controversy. Kennedy has been remarking w 


ce 


ryly to 


friends that since he became President he has been in the middle of 
the same religious dispute as during the campaign—with one differ- 
ence: this time, as he puts it, ‘‘the teams are different.” 


The continuing ‘‘religious con- 
troversy” stems from Kennedy's 
opposition to any  across-the- 
board federal aid to parochial 
or other religious schools. The 
lines now drawn over this dis- 
pute are changed. This time near- 
ly all Protestant and Jewish reli- 
gious leaders are _ supporting 
Kennedy’s position and nearly 
all Roman Catholic spokesmen 
are opposing Kennedy’s pogtion. 

President Kennedy holds that 
it is unconstitutional and unde- 
sirable to appropriate public 
funds for the purpose of aiding 
religious-supported schools. He 
cites the Everson case in which 
the Supreme Court ruled that 
public money could not be used 
to ‘‘aid one religion, aid all re- 
ligions, or prefer one religion 
over the other.” 

The National Catholic Welfare 
Conference’s present proposal is 
that the government should ex- 
tend low-interest loans to aid pa- 
rochial and other _ religious 
schools. 

Thus the precise issue before 
Congress will be the propriety 
and the constitutionality of fed- 
eral loans to religious-supported 
institutions. 

Why does President Kennedy 
say that such loans to religious 
institutions are forbidden by the 
Constitution and a violation of 
separation of church and state? 
His view is: . 


That the proposed loans must 
represent state ‘‘aid’’ to such 
schools or there would be no rea- 
son to extend them or to accept 
them 


That public money would thus 
be used “‘to aid all religions’’— 
contrary to the Everson decision 
—to the extent that the low-in- 
terest rate would constitute a gift 
to religious schools. 


That the amount of the state 
aid to religious schools, whether 
large or small, does net bear on 
its constitutionality; that is, it 
could not be unconstitutional to 
provide large aid through grants 
and constitutional to provide 
small aid through loans. 

The position of the Catholic 
hierarchy deserves to be equally 
understood. . 

In their 1948 statement the 
Catholic bishops said they sup- 
ported the constitutional princi- 
ple of separation of church and 
state but contended that state 
aid to parochial schools would 
not: be a uniting of state and 
church. 

With respect to President Ken- 
nedy’s rejection of federal grants 
or loans to religious schools, they 
hold that such exclusion is ‘‘dis- 
criminatory’’ since the Kennedy 
program aids children in public 
schools but withholds aid to chil- 
dren in parochial schools.

to a 1920 flapper. What do we have? A gas lamp post, the old Marietta street office building where 
a young lawyer named Woodrow Wilson first hung out his shingle, some graves in Oakland Ceme- 
tery and some grassy humps and mounds of earth where the Blue and the Gray fought it out a 
hundred years ago. If we have any really “historic’’ old dwellings I’ve missed them. 


So I’m not looking to see any- 
body get up an Atlanta Antiqui- 
ties Preservation Society or 
Save-the-Landmark Club or any- 
thing like that. I‘ll be content 
if they'll just leave us a little 
space for living within walking 
distance of the main business

Miss 
Frances R. Edmunds, director 
of the Historic Charleston 
Foundation, sent me a brochure 
which they issued several years 
ago to persuade citizens to save 
the older sections of their town 
from annihilation. The graphic 
pictures of homes that were 
saved and homes that were lost 
are good for hours of study. 
They also demonstrate the dif- 
ference between tasteful altera- 
tion and butchering an old 
building. The interesting thing 
to me was that many industrial 
firms took on old buildings for 
their offices and restored them 
handsomely.

Plans call for sending 
more than 500 of the volunteers 
abroad this year. Abram said a 
dozen countries have ‘expressed 
a definite interest’’ in the pro 
gram already. 


The volunteers will be sent to 
tropical and sub-tropical areas in 
Africa, Latin America, the Far 
East, and southeast Asia, Abram 
said. They will receive a per diem 
allowance and live and work 
alongside the natives of the coun- 
tries to which they are sent.

Peace Corps training, lasting six 
weeks or so, will include four to 
six hours a day of language in- 
struction, Abram said. He quoted 
Father Theodore Hesburgh, presi- 
dent of Notre Dame, as saying the 
Peace Corps has stimulated new 
interest among students in learn- 
ing foreign languages, since it 
offers a prospective opportunity 
to put language skills to use. 


DEFERMENTS 


About half of the early Peace 
Corp volunteers will go abroad 
to teach English, Abram said. For 
the most part, he explained, the 
volunteers will be young college 
graduates. 


Although the volunteers will be 
unpaid, Abram said a “‘readjust- 


ment allowance” of possibly $50 
to $75 for each month of service 
is being studied. This bonus would 
be paid upon completion of Peace 
Corps service. About two years of 
service is the average term con- 
templated for each volunteer. 


Peace Corps members won’t be 
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exempt from selective service, but 
‘they'll be deferred. Unless there 
is some sort of general mobiliza- 
tion,” Peace Corps volunteers 
won't be drafted for military serv- 
ice, Abram explained.

some other treatment. 


This rate probably will not hold | 


up in the worst wards where so 
many senile patients have been 
deteriorating for years, where 
some of the patients have beén 
doing little more than vegetating. 


However, Dr. Craig and Dr. 
Johnson expect several hundred 
patients to be released from the 
back wards eventually. 


‘This should show what we can 
do and how much more we could 
do if we had the personnel,”’ Dr. 
Craig said. 

For more than a year—up until 
several weeks ago—a_ business 
man confined to a back ward 
as a chronic schizophrenic, fre- 
quently sent postal cards to an 


Atlanta reporter he had never 
met. 
All of the cards carried the | 


same forlorn message that he 
was expecting to go home. 

“Hi, Jack ole buddy,” the last 
card began. 


“Thought you would like to hear 
from your ole Milledgeville pal. 
I'm doing fine and ought to be 
going home soon.” ‘ 
COMMITTED 3 TIMES 

Here was a man who three 
times had been committed to the 
hospital, once on his own initia- 
tive when he realized he was be- 
coming mentally ill and called 
the sheriff and said: “Take me 
to Milledgeville. I'd rather hurt 
myself than somebody else.” 


He was last admitted two years 
ago and it looked like he might 
be there for a long stretch, pos- 
sibly even for life. He was as- 
signed to one of the many wards 
where the personnel shortage is 
as severe as the mental cases. 


A psychiatric team examined 
him, labeled his prognosis ‘‘good.”’ 
furloughed him directly off the 
ward ‘and arranged for him to 
return once a month for a day’s 
evaluation and out-patient treat- 
ment.

his chronic ward for the intensive |

Mauch didn’t exactly go to the top. 
He went to Philadelphia last April 14 
when Eddie Sawyer surveyed the Phils 
for one day and decided that was long 
enough for any man to manage such 
a club. 


Quinn never changed his mind 
about Mauch from the first day for- 
ward. When Sawyer created the emer- 
gency vacancy, Quinn fulfilled his own 
phophecy by making Mauch a major 
league manager. 


Mauch, of course, stepped into 
a hopeless situation. He was un- 
familiar with the Phils, and some 
players were more noted for play- 
ing off the field than on it. It wasn’t 
much of a ship, but Mauch prompt- 
ly convinced his men that he was 
the skipper. He laid down the law and backed it up with fines. 


The Phils were going nowhere, so Mauch and Quinn elected to 
remode! and build for the future. Young players were imported and 
the complacent elders were exiled. No club won fewer games than 
the Phils, but no outfit exhibited more zip. The Phils were giving

“They'll win more this year,’"” Mauch was sayirg the other day 
as the Phils prepared for an exhibition game. ‘‘No, don’t put it 
that way. Say that were going to lese a lot fewer games. I don't 
know how much some of the other clubs have improved, but I do 
know that we'll be better.”’ 


Considering that the Phils have leased the N. L. basement for

*‘Several reasons,’’ Mauch answered. “‘They now know fewer 
ways to lose games.

You have to 
learn, and they are learning. We won’t give as many games 
away. We'll score more runs, and our defense will be tighter. 
Our pitching should be stronger, and we had some good pitching

Mauch continued and 


smiled. “I came in cold last year. Now I know the players and they 
know me. They know that I just want to win ball games. I’m not 


on any one personally.”’ 


The Phils in general and pitcher Jim Owens in particular know 
that Mauch means business. Owens, a perennial problem child, is 
now burning in California while the Phils sun in Florida. 
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Robin Roberts is the lone holdover from the Whiz Kid pennant 
cast of 1950, and Mauch is banking heavily on the 34-year-old right- 
hander.

Shortstop is up for grabs with Joe Koppe, Ruben Amaro and Bob 
Wine doing the grabbing. Amaro can win the job with his glove, 
but Mauch is dubious of his hitting. Ex-Cracker Bob Malkmus, Ted 
Lepcio, and Lee Walls are still around. 


Bob Sadowski, who belted a lilting .340 at San Diego, and 
Jim Woods, .260 at Indianapolis, are quarreling over the third 
base post.

NEW YORK (#—Defending champion Ohio State, St. Joseph’s 
of Philadelphia, Cincinnati's up-and-coming Bearcats and. high- 
flying Utah are the semifinalists in the National Collegiate basket- 
ball championship after four regional tournaments, which started 
out with a few upsets and near-upsets and ended Saturday with 
very few surprises. 


They'll meet in that order—Ohio State vs. St. Joe and Cincin- 
nati vs. Utah—in the semifinals at Kansas City Friday night. And 
it wouldn't be at all surprising to see an all-Ohio final Saturday. 


Ohio State’s Buckeyes, who stormed through the 1960-61 season 
undefeated after winning the NCAA title last spring, had little 
trouble handling Kentucky, 87-74, as all-America Jerry Lucas re- 
bounded from the weakest performance of his career against Louis- 
ville Friday and turned in one of his best. 


Cincinnati, ranked No. 2 in the nation in the Associated Press 
poll, had some trouble against Kansas State’s Big Eight champions, 
the No. 4 team. That was to be expected, but the Bearcats rallied 
to win, 69-64, and gain a record-equalling third straight regional 
title. 


St. Joseph's, hardly considered as an Eastern champion before 
the tournament began, caught burly Wake Forest after the Demon 
Deacons had perpetrated two upsets and rambled to a 96-98 victory.

habilitate all families, including 
the repairing of their homes.

such as sewage and water sys- 
tems, streets and highways. 


In the recent spring floods, 
more than 6,000 families were 
stricken nearby. Some 120 mem- 
bers of the American National 
Red Cross rushed to their aid, 
from as far away as the Pacific 
Coast, At the peak of the emer- 
gency, the Red Cross oper- 
ated 67 shelters in Alabama, 
Mississippi, Georgia — housing 
and feeding 6,500 persons. 


Its work is not completed, nor 
will it be until these people are 
able to function normally for 
themselves. The Red Cross can- 
not make a dramatic appear- 
ance and withdraw. It must 
stay until the work is done. 


Fourteen years ago, Atlanta 
shuddered with the hideous real- 
ity of the Winecoff fire. Recent- 
ly, the Atlanta Chapter of the 
Red Cross closed its last case 
in connection with that fire. It 
had been caring for one victim 
during all these years of re- 
habilitation. 


The Red Cross stays as long 
as it is needed. It is good to 
know we make it possible.

To Marry 


LONDON (WNS) — About a 
third of British husbands never 
formally propose marriage to 
the women they make their 
wives. 

This English reticence seems 
to be almost matched by Eng- 
lish thrift. For one out of five 
wives in this country never 
get an engagement ring, either. 


According to a survey under- 
taken by the National Opinion 
Polls for the London newspaper, 
the Daily Mail, English women 
continue to believe in romance 
despite these male shortcom- 
ings. 


ONE TRUE LOVE 

More than 50 per cent of 
British women profess to be- 
lieve that fate guides thern in 
choosing a mate. Most of them 
say they are convinced that 
true love comes along only 
once in a lifetime. 


This ardent picture is damp- 
ened a trifle by an admission 
from more than 75 per cent of 
the women, who said_ they 
married their husbands in confi- 
dence he would do well and 
provide them with material 
comforts. 


Only about 1 in 10 claimed to 
have wed without any thought 
of these matters or despite cer- 
tainty the man she married was 
destined to be unsuccessful. 


The survey discovered that 
about 40 per cent of British 
wives regard their husbands 
as failures in their careers, 
though they tend to blame out- 
side factors or ill luck rather 
than the men themselves. 


SILENT PROPOSALS 


Wives who never were pro- 
posed to explained to the in- 
vestigators that the decision to 
wed was reached by “mutual” 
and sometimes “silent” under- 
standing. If British men are 
reticent, British Women are re- 
luctant. Only 9 per cent said 
they believed in love at first, 
second or even third sight. 


More than 20 per cent said 
they took more than a year to 
decide whether to marry their 
husbands. More than half re- 
quired up to a year to ponder 
the question. 


The career girl who leaves 
home gets married later in 
England, the probe found, than 
the girl who stays with her 
family. The latter is likely to 
marry the “boy next door.” 
More than half the home-loving 
girls say yes to the first 
eligible male who proposes to 
them. 


The investigation demolished 
one long - standing British 
myth—that when it comes to 
mother-in-law trouble, it is the 
wife’s mother who likely seems 
to be the problem. On the con- 
trary, the husband’s mother is 
more the source of dis-

they can go, Steel Magazine re-

The metalworking weekly said 
Lit had been told by some users

“users say it will take only a 
‘slight nudge in the industrial con-

“This would affect the speed of 
the steel industry's Tecovery in 
the second quarter,” Steel said. 
“Recovery may be _ influenced 
more by the spacing of new orders 
‘than by their aggregate tonnage. 


“If the tapering off of inventory

Before too much headway is given 
the mounting sentiment for “‘classifying’”’ 
films as a way of determining which of 
them are “unfit’’ for children to see, it 
would be well to have a full understand- 
ing of what “classification” is and do a 
little sober calculating of how practical 
and effective it might be. 

“Classification” is simply the practice of 
estimating films on the basis of their moral and 
emotional content (not their artistic qualities) 
and grading them according to Pisin 
whether they are suitable for 
everybody or just ‘‘adults’’ to & 
attend. ‘ 


ee 
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THERE ARE TWO stages Si = 
of ‘‘classification."’ The first is Sie, 
as volunteered advice—that is 4 
to say, as an aid to parents and = 
to anyone else who might care 
to use it in deciding what pic- 
tures their children and they 
may comfortably attend. mS 

On this stage, ‘‘classification’”’ Crowther 
has been practiced rather successfully for many 
years by an organization of parents and teach- 
ers which operates under the aegis of the Motion 
Picture Association. 

The National Legion of decency of the Roman 
Catholic Church has also been practicing ‘‘classi- 
fication’ of motion pictures for twenty-five years. 

Its estimates are mainly angled to people of 
the Catholic faith and range from an A-1 rating 
(‘suitable for all’) to “condemned.” 

+ + + 

THIS BRINGS us to the second stage of 
“classification,’’ that which is legally compelled 
and operated to prohibit the admission of people 
under a certain age to see certain films. 

Although this degree of ‘‘classification’’ is not 
practiced anywhere in this country, it is practiced 
to a certain extent in Great Britain, where films 
are classified by a board which is supported by 
the motion-picture industry and whose ratings 
are imposed upon theatres by local ordinance in 
many municipalities. 

It is to this stage of ‘‘classification’’ that 
many people now feel we should come in this 


country because of the recent influx of inor- 
dinately violent and sex-charged films that are 
presumed to be highly disturbing and demoraliz- 
ing for the young. 

THERE HAVE ALSO been suggestions that 
the administrators of the industry’s own Produc- 
tion Code institute “‘classification’’ as a directive 
to theaters. 

As much as one holds to the purpose of doing 
whatever is best for young people, without re- 
sorting to overall censorship (which is largely 
obliterated by Supreme Court ruling, anyway), 
there are reasons to wonder whether ‘“‘classifica- 
tion” is the surefire, foolproof way. Certainly 
statutory ‘“‘classification’’ would. be a dangerous 
thing. 

For instance, who knows for certain that the 
intimate bedroom scene to which this writer 
strenuously objected (on esthetic grounds) at the 
beginning of ‘“‘Dark at the Top of the Stairs’’ is 
unfit for adolescents? Possibly it is only em- 
barrassing and distasteful te an adult who as- 
sociates with it.

HOLLY WOOD—Adolph Zukor, the 88-year-old 


dean of the movie industry, 


looked back more than 


50 years today to show that censorship is nothing 


new in his field. 


Zukor, a small, quietly 
dressed movie tycoon, now the 
chairman of the board of Para- 
mount Pictures, was in a nostal- 
gic mood because he was tin- 
kering with a speech he will 
be delivering here on Sunday at 
a dinner to honor him for his 
contribution to the industry 
since he first joined it as an 

of a penny arcade in 
downtown Manhattan early in 
the century. 


An incorrigible optimist who 
is opposed to public criticism 
of movies by those whe live 
by them, Zuker was not dis- 
turbed by widespread criticism 
of excessive empahsis on sex 
in films. 


“Censorship is more or less 
a phobia, he said. ‘‘Some goodie- 
goodies try to blame the trou- 


bles of the world on the movies.”’ 


“IT remember when they 
raised an awful noise about 
prize fight pictures we were 
showing in the penny arcade 
Those pictures used to run less 
than a minute.”’ 


MORE MONEY 


That would have been about 
1903, he figured. In those days, 
he observed, the  cylindical 
phonograph drew more money 
in the arcade then the crude 
movies. 

Then came nickelodeons. in 
which empty stores were often 
converted into movie houses. In 
those days, he said, movie 
houses were so suspect that they 
received licenses on a week-to- 
week basis. Later, but still be- 
fore World War I, when owners 
of movie houses were charging 
up to 25 cents admission, there 
was a period when no children 
were allowed into movie houses. 


There was a time, he con- 
tinued, when the movies were 
berated because they showed 
the ankles of women. The furor, 
he claimed, became even hotter 
when women were shown in 
bathing suits.

would laugh at them today. 
There used to be uproars be- 
cause kisses were too long.” 

Zukor chuckled. “I wonder,” 
he suggested, ‘“‘what they would 
have said if you told them that 
30 years later young women 
would be walking in the street 
with tightfitting shorts and 
pants.”’ 

It seems strange now, he 
mused, amost unbelievable, that 
there should have been enor- 
mous publicity about .Theda 
Bara, the vamp of the silent 
films. 

‘There was such a howl,”’ he 
declared. ‘“‘Today we laugh at 
those pictures.’’ 

OUTCRY 

Then came the outcry about 
Mae West pictures. In some 
states, he said, attempts were 
made te ban all her movies. 
In all cases however, he said, 
the bans were fought and the 


courts ruled in favor of the 
movie companies. 
“The truth is,”’ he said, ‘‘that 


today, in spite of all the talk, 
there is no sex display on the 
screen that you can’t see in 
real life—in public—without too 
much trouble.’’
